not choſen a good Seaſon to ere&t his Fifth Monarchy, nor 
is bis Kingdom furniſhed with Laſting Materials for ſuch 
a work ; but above all, I miſlike the Cement of Chriſti- 
an Blood , with which he fecks to faſten the Fleet in 
Sands, whereon he hath laid the Foundation of his Walls 
and Bulwarks for the defence of his Rapine, wherein he 
glories, as ſome of thofe Heathen Monſters, who thought 
themſelves worthy the Name of Great Conquerours, be- 
cauſe they had been cruel bloody Butchers, and Oppreſ- 
ſors of the Ages they lived in, and were more truly ſtiled 
by ſober Hiſtorians, The Scourges and Plagues of Mankind : 
He is the Great Patron and Protector ot all our Conſpi-
